Our Foothill Growth. 


The transformation that Los Angeles 
city has undergone within the past four 
or five years is as marvelous as that in 
the history of any city in the whole 
country. It is an astonishment to us 
who have witnessed it. That which 
was rural and incomplete has disap- 
peared. Los Angeles has no longer 
the appearance of a large overgrown 
town—the big village aspect and be- 
longings are things of the past. Our 
atmosphere is metropolitan. 

But growth has been by no means 
confined to the city proper, or to its 
immediate suburbs. The country every- 
where about it is growing to an extent 
that it is impossible to realize without 
actual personal observation. 

It is less than half a dozen years 
when all the foothill region was soli- 
tary and almost tenantless. The foot- 
hills between here and the San Fer- 
nando Valley, and those lying between 
Los Angeles and the Santa Monica 
range were not sought as places of pop- 
ular habitation. But all this has 
changed. The electric, the cable and 
the motor roads which have been bult 
have carried with them the tide of pop- 
ulation. ‘ihe country is filling 
up rapidiy. Homes scat- 
tered everywhere. Population is 
filling up ali the way along 
these lines, and the once solitary foot- 
hills have hundreds of homes upon 
height and upon hillside, and in the 
nestling levels at their base. Orchards 
and vineyards may be seen, too, with 
the signs of thrift and plenty, and that, 
too, in locations where a few years 
since improvements were not antici- 
pated. The San Gabriel and other 
valleys we naturally expected would 
advance in wealth, population and 
general improvement, as they have 
done, but that this whole foothill re- 
gion should keep with 
the valley sections, was a 
thing that a few years ago 
would not have been deemed possible. 
The value of these lands was not fully 
appreciated, Their desirability as fine 
building sites and healthful locations 
‘was not clearly recognized. It was the 
quick-seeing, far-sighted “‘tenderfoot’’ 
who measured their possibilities and 
seized upon the advantages which they 
offered the settler. 

And it will not be many years before 
these foothill sections will be among 
the fairest portions of our surround- 
ings. Universities, schools and churches 
will be built upon them, palatial homes 
and gardens will crown them, and vil- 
lages will grow up among them, and 
their resources will be developed and 
add materially to the wealth and the 
beauty of Los Angeles. 


Patronize Home Industry. 


A correspondent claims that one rea- 
son why manufacturers are not more 
anxious to settle in Los Angeles is 
that our leading citizens do not sus- 
tain them as they should, but send 
away for articles which they might 
purchase here at a very small advance 
over the prices paid forimported goods. 
Wherever there is not a very serious 
obstacle in the shape of price or qual- 
ity, itis the duty of all good citizens 
to support their place of residence by 
patronizing home manufactures. 
Every cent sent abroad for goods is so 
much lost, and those who send the 
money away share in this loss with the 
rest of the people. It is estimated that 


the mechanics employed in Los Ange- 


les iron-works distribute every month 
nearly twenty thousand dollars in this 
city—quite a considerable sum, and 
this might be almost indefinitely in- 
creased if our citizens would always 
make it a practice to give preference to 
home products, even when it may cost 
them alittle more. If Los Angeles is 
ever to become a manufacturing city, 
we must do everything in our power to 
encourage those who pioneer in that 
branch of industry. 


Reports from the head center of 
Mormopdom are not very favorable, 
and offer little inducement to any one 
settled in California. The real-estate 
operators who left San Diego for Salt 
Lake City have not yet made a big 
strike, and the so-called “boom’’ re- 
fuses to boom worth a cent. Never- 
theless property has increased in value, 
but it is to be accounted for by real- 
estate firms obtaining options on the 
land, the bona fide buyers being few. 
The Mormons having been successful 
at the recent Territorial legislation, 
the effect will be felt for the next 
two years.

In many 
localities the stealing of oranges has 
become such a wholesale nuisance that 
it is proposed to estabiish a rural guard 
to protect the orchards, and some fruit- 
growers have taken the law—and a 
shotgun—into their own hands. The 
depredators are not visitors,but loafers, 
hoodlums and tramps, who carry off 
their plunder by sacksful. To steal 
oranges from a man who makes his 
living by raising them is just as crim- 
inal as to take a bar of soap from a 
grocery or a handkerchief from a 
man’s pocket. This description of 
thieving has reached a point where a 
stop must be’put to it.

The Terrible Experiences of Snow- 
bound Passengers... 
PirrssuRGH, March 14.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The snow blockade east of 
this city is over, and, from indications, 
trains will be running this evening. The 
mail train, which left New York, Sunday 
night, arrived at midnight, and the Pacific 
express will reach here about 1:30 o’clock 
this afternoon.

PHILADELPHIA, March 14.—[By the As 
sociated Press.| A special to the Inquirer 
from Leiths, Del., says additional advices 
received today from the Delaware break- 
water fully corroborates the terrible tale of 
exposure, loss of life and damage to 
shipping which prevailed on Monday night 
during the heavy storm. It is stated that 22 
persons were drowned or frozen to death. 
A number of vessels of all descriptions 


were sunk. Several were so badly damaged his 


that they are now practically valueless, 
while many were stranded so far up on the 
beach that it will likely uire weeks to float 
them. The privations of the crews were 
extremely pitiful, as in their efforts to head 
vessels from the shore they were drenched 
to the skin, while an arctic atmosphere soon

in three places,and at the extreme end 
were 11 men, the surviveurs of vessels which 
had sank,and who had taken refuge upon 
the pier. They were cut off from all com- 
munication with land for 23 hours, and 
during that time their frail haven threat- 
ened to be carried away by the heavy seas 
which broke ever them. Their experiences 
were even more horrible than those of 
men who were ashore.

IN NEW JERSEY. 
Snow-drifts Fifteen to Twenty Feet 


High. 

PATERSON (N. J.), March 14.—[By the 
Associated Press.}] The snow storm, which 
set in on Sunday night, was the great- 
est ever known here. A fearful gale 
piled up enormous driftsand did great dam- 
age. There are drifts in the streets 15 and 
20 feét high. The inmates of many dwell- 
ings are completely shut in. Hundreds of 
people who left here for New York on 
Monday morning were snow-bound in the 
cars for two days, a few miles away, and 
could not get either way or communicate 
with their families. There are reports of 
many narrow escapes from perishing in 
the streets here on Monday night. he 
police rescued scores of men, omen 
and children who had to sleep in the sta- 
tion house. Many buildings have been 
damaged by the wind. The Market-street 
Methodist Church spire was badly bent;

“But,” he continued, “no 
more need be said on the question, as the 
receiver has rescinded his instructions 
which discriminated against the petitioner 
and has no purpose or desire to deny the 
petitioner any of its legal rights.”
